At  7  P.M.  Moderator  Noferi  called  for  a  check  by  the 
monitors.  115  persons  being  present,  not  a  sufficient 
number  for  a  quorum  the  Moderator  declared  a  recess.  A 
second  tally  was  taken  and  122  persons  being  present,  the 
Moderator  called  upon  the  Town  Clerk  to  read  the 
warrant. 

At  this  time  the  Moderator  announced  the  election  of 
Anna  M.  Delfanti,  8  East  Wood  Street  until  the  next  an¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting. 

Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  Domenic  E. 
D’Alessandro  addressed  the  meeting  and  reported  on  the 
following  articles:  Article  1  —  favorable,  Article  2  -  un¬ 
favorable,  Articles  3,  7,  8,  12,  14  &  19  will  be  reported  on 
individually.  Articles  4,  5,  6,  9,  10,  1 1,  13  —  favorable,  Arti¬ 
cle  15  -  unfavorable,  Articles  16  &  17  —  favorable,  Article 
18  —  favorable  and  Article  20  —  unfavorable. 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  transfer  from 
available  funds  in  the  Revenue  Sharing  account,  the  sum  of 
$60,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  revaluation  of 
all  real  property  in  the  Town  of  Milford.  Such  money  is  to 
be  added  to  the  amount  transferred  at  the  annual  Town 
meeting  and  is  to  be  expended  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  or  take  any  action  in  relation 
thereto.

At  this  time  a  member  of  the  body  questioned  the 
quorum.  Moderator  Noferi  called  for  a  count  and  124  were 
present. 

The  following  report  of  the  Planning  Board  was  read 
by  Chr.  Parente: 

Public  Hearing  August  17,  1976 

The  Public  Hearing  was  opened  at  7:02  P.M.  The 
Clerk  read  the  notice  as  it  appeared  in  the  Milford  Daily 
News.  Four  Planning  Board  members  were  present:  Chair¬ 
man  Michael  Parente,  Secretary  Seena  Heller,  James  Grif¬ 
fith  and  John  Tessicini.  Twelve  interested  persons  were 
also  present. 

Mr.  Domenic  Blasio  stated  that  he  had  requested  a 
rezoning  of  the  designated  area  so  that  a  professional 
building  could  be  erected  on  his  property.  In  reply  to  a 
question,  Mr.  Blasio  informed  the  meeting  that  the  doctors 
are  still  interested  in  constructing  a  building  on  that  site.  It 
was  noted  that  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal  had  already 
granted  a  variance  permitting  such  use.  A  request  was 
made  that  the  decision  of  the  Z.B.A.  stating  their  reasons 
for  granting  of  the  variance  be  read  to  the  meeting.  The 
Clerk  read  the  copy  of  the  decision  received  by  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board. 

Selectwoman  Marie  Parente  asked  Mr.  Blasio  which 
would  be  better.  .  .the  variance  or  the  rezoning  of  the 
parcel.  Mr.  Blasio  replied  that  he  would  prefer  rezoning  by 
Town  Meeting  as  it  would  eliminate  any  legal  question. 
Mrs.  Parente  stated  that  she  supports  the  concept  of  a 
medical  building  by  rezoning  in  that  area  as  being  a  par¬ 
ticular  benefit  to  the  Town.  Mrs.  Heller  pointed  out  an 
omission  in  the  wording  of  the  article  which  would  restrict 
the  height  of  the  proposed  medical  building  to  2‘/2  stories 
or  35  feet.  .  .which  was  agreed  upon  during  preliminary  dis¬ 
cussion  between  Mr.  Blasio  and  the  Planning  Board  at  a 
previous  meeting.  Otherwise,  the  CC  Intensity  of  Use 
Schedule  would  permit  a  Five  story  structure  which  would 
not  be  compatible  to  the  neighborhood.  A  motion  to 
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amend  the  proposed  article  was  unanimously  approved  by 
the  Planning  Board  to  stipulate  that  the  building  not  ex¬ 
ceed  2  Vi  stories  or  35  feet  in  height.  In  response  to  another 
question,  Mr.  Blasio  reaffirmed  that  the  parking  lot  of  the 
proposed  medical  building  would  be  available  for  off-street 
parking  for  visitors  to  the  abutting  funeral  home  during 
non-office  hours,  thereby  relieving  a  hazardous  situation 
on  West  Street  which  is  heavily  traveled  and  congested  in 
that  location. 

Mr.  Nicholas  Sacco  who  lives  directly  across  the  street 
of  the  proposed  area,  made  specific  reference  to  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  Z.B.A.,which  stated  that  the  locus,  because  of 
its  size,  shape  and  location  near  the  center  of  Town  in  a 
highly  congested  area  was  not  amenable  to  development 
for  single  family  or  two-family  residential  purposes.  Mr. 
Sacco  further  pointed  out  that  multi-unit  use  was  presently 
allowed  in  the  existing  zone  and  that  up  to  26  units  of  hous¬ 
ing  would  be  even  more  detrimental  than  singles  or  du¬ 
plexes  to  the  conditions  already  existing.  He  suggested  that 
all  present  RA  uses  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  proposed 
professional  use.  .  .  .but  that  multi-family  use  be  deleted 
from  the  proposed  article.  Mr.  Livio  Tanfani  and  Mrs. 
Ruth  Graham,  residents  of  the  immediate  neighborhood 
also  supported  the  request  for  deletion.  All  three  supported 
the  additional  use  for  a  medical  building,  but  stressed  the 
necessity  for  deletion  of  multi-unit  use.  Mr.  Blasio  objected 
and  stated  that  it  was  an  injustice  and  would  discriminate 
against  his  land.  After  all  parties  had  been  heard,  the 
public  hearing  was  closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  ad¬ 
visement. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  remainder  of  its 
business,  the  Planning  Board  evaluated  the  proposed  arti¬ 
cle.  The  need  of  additional  medical  offices  was  acknowl¬ 
edged,  as  there  is  a  serious  shortage  of  medical  services  in 
the  town  which  has  experienced  an  abnormal  rate  of  pop¬ 
ulation  growth.  The  concept  of  a  professional  building  at 
the  location  was  supported  by  residents  of  the  immediate 
vicinity  and  by  Town  officials.  Not  withstanding  the  com¬ 
mitment  of  the  erection  of  a  medical  building,  even  the 
possibility  of  multi-unit  residences  could  multiply  serious 
problems  already  present  in  the  area. 

Therefore,  the  Planning  Board  decided  to  substitute 
one  use  which  would  be  of  maximum  benefit  to  the  Town 
and  eliminate  one  use  which  would  be  a  detriment. 

Mr.  Griffith  moved  to  delete  multi-family  use  from 
the  article,  seconded  by  Mr.  TessiGini,  unanimous  vote  to 
so  delete.  Mrs.  Heller  moved  to  recommend  favorable  ac¬ 
tion  on  Article  18.  .  .  as  amended,  seconded  by  Mr.  Grif¬ 
fith.

At  6:45  P.M.  Town  Clerk  Catherine  L.  Coyne  held  an 
election  in  Precinct  1,  3  and  4.

The  following  is  a  report  by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Com¬ 
missioners  on  the  status  of  the  re-construction  of  the 
Sewerage  Treatment  Plant: 

This  report  is  being  made  to  the  members  of  this 
meeting  and  to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Milford  to  bring 
you  up-to-date  on  the  status  of  the  corrections  to  the  Sewer 
System  and  the  re-construction  of  the  Sewerage  Treatment 
Plant  as  ordered  by  the  State. 

In  1972,  because  of  existing  conditions  within  the 
Sewer  System  and  at  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant,  the 
Town  of  Milford  was  ordered  by  the  Division  of  Water 
Pollution  Control  to  do  the  following: 

1 .  To  construct  a  new  Dilla  Street  Trunk  Line  Sewer. 
$275,000  was  appropriated  for  this  project  and  it  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  1974. 

2.  To  prepare  a  preliminary  plan  and  engineering 
report  and  to  do  a  Phase  #1  Study  to  determine  the  extent 
of  infiltration-inflow.  These  projects  were  completed  in 
1974  and  1975  and  were  submitted  to  the  Division  of  Water 
Pollution  Control. 

3.  To  prepare  and  submit  final  plans  and  a  step  #2 
Grant  Application  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Public  Law  92-500  which  is  The  Environmental  Protection 
Act. 

$650,000  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose  at  the 
1976  annual  Town  Meeting. 

During  the  last  year,  significant  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  requirements  of  Public  Law  92-500.  We  have 
been  notified  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  that 
a  detailed  Second  Phase  Infiltration-Inflow  Study  would  be 
required  in  order  for  the  Town  to  comply  with  the  Step  #2 
Grant  requirements. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  has  now  taken 
the  position  that  sufficient  data  must  be  provided  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  it  is  cost  effective  to  remove  the  Infiltration- 
Inflow  or  to  build  a  treatment  plant  to  accommodate  it. 
This  study  is  now  being  done  at  an  approved  EPA  cost  of 
$103,700  of  which  $97,830  will  be  reimbursed  as  part  of  the 
Step  #2  Grant  Application  Funding. 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  its  consul¬ 
tant,  Haley  and  Ward,  have  been  following  the  costs  of 
these  projects  with  great  concern.  While  actual  construc¬ 
tion  is  reimbursed  at  90%,  the  annual  operating  costs 
thereafter  must  be  paid  by  the  Town. 

Information  available  on  recently  constructed  Treat¬ 
ment  Plants  has  shown  us  that  most  of  them  are  experien¬ 


cing  astronomical  annual  operating  costs.  With  this  in 
mind,  our  Consultant  has  presented  a  final  design  plan  to 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  outlining  a  new 
treatment  process  using  a  method  called  “Rotating 
Biological  Contactors”.  In  comparison  to  recently  con¬ 
structed  “Activated  Sludge  Treatment  Plants”  the  propos¬ 
ed  Bio-Disc  Method  is  projected  to  reduce  the  annual 
operating  costs  by  approximately  50-75%. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  has  been  reluc¬ 
tant  to  accept  this  new  proposal,  so  a  Pilot  Study  was  un¬ 
dertaken  by  Researchers  from  Northeastern  University  at 
the  Marlboro,  Massachusetts  Treatment  Plant  in  hopes  of 
proving  to  them  that  this  process  will  work.  At  a  recent 
meeting  with  the  EPA  and  the  Water  Pollution  Control 
Division,  which  was  attended  by  our  Consultants,  Haley  & 
Ward,  members  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners, 
and  the  research  team  from  Northeastern  University,  we 
were  able  to  convince  them  to  allow  us  to  do  a  Pilot  Study 
at  our  own  Treatment  Plant  so  that  we  would  be  able  to 
present  more  specific  data  to  prove  our  case. 

The  actual  construction  of  our  Treatment  Plant  will  be 
delayed  until  the  results  of  the  Infiltration-Inflow  Study  are 
complete  and  the  Pilot  Program  Data  has  been  presented 
to  the  EPA  and  the  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control. 

We  are  confident,  however,  that  this  delay  will  result 
in  the  approval  of  our  proposed  treatment  process  and 
while  it  may  or  may  not  change  the  actual  construction 
costs,  it  will  result  in  significant  long  term  savings  to  the 
Town  on  the  annual  operating  costs.

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Report  of  the  Milford  Growth 
Policy  Committee 
April  13,  1977 

Chapter  807  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  was 
enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  in  December  of  1975  and 
provided  for  the  formulation  of  a  Massachusetts  Growth 
and  Development  policy.  Each  city  and  town  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  was  required  to  establish  a  Growth  Policy 
Committee  to  be  made  up  of  specifically  named  municipal 
board  chairman  and  private  citizen  volunteers. 

The  first  meeting  of  our  committee  took  place  on 
February  5,  1976  and  met  approximately  twice  each  month 
until  the  end  of  October  1976.  In  addition,  two  public 
hearings  were  conducted  and  many  sub-committees  func¬ 
tioned  in  areas  of  fact  finding  and  evaluation.  On  August 
10,  1976,  an  exhaustive  and  comprehensive  state  question¬ 
naire  was  transmitted  to  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council,  the  Office  of  State  Planning  and  each  abutting 
town  —  in  compliance  with  Chapter  807.  In  November  a 
large  number  of  members  attended  the  public  hearing  of 
M.A.P.C.  for  our  area  to  provide  input  to  the  regional 
Growth  Policy  report  and  are  anticipating  attending  a 
public  hearing  to  be  conducted  by  the  Office  of  State  Plan¬ 
ning. 

During  October  1976  we  applied  for  an  available  grant 
to  continue  to  work  toward  the  accomplishment  of  some  of 
the  principal  goals  outlined  in  the  report  by  choosing  a 
single  project.  The  project  chosen  was  a  study  aimed  at 
stimulating  the  downtown  area,  a  project  on  which  many 
property  owners  and  business  along  Main  Street  had 
already  taken  significant  and  encouraging  steps.  Milford 
was  one  of  only  forty  cities  and  towns  which  was  awarded  a 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $500  for  the,  quote  quality  and 
thoughtfulness  of  our  report  unquote. 

The  report  as  submitted  constituted  the  concensus  of 
atl  but  one  member  of  the  committee,  who  abstained. 
Minority  reports  of  members  of  the  committee  were  en¬ 
couraged,  but  none  filed.  Copies  of  the  final  report  are  on 
file  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  offices  of  the 
boards  which  were  statutorily  required  to  be  part  of  the 
Growth  Policy  Committee. 

As  we  commence  this  1977  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a 
few  responses  of  the  committee  deserve  consideration.  In 
1962  Milford’s  population,  which  had  been  stable  for 
decades,  was  15,749.  In  March  of  1975,  two  years  ago,  the 
state  census  figure  listed  Milford’s  population  at  23,366  — 
an  increase  of  48%,  with  the  largest  growth  occurring  since 

11971.  Significantly,  while  the  overall  population  increased 
by  48%,  the  school  population  during  the  same  period  in¬ 
creased  by  100%.  The  real  property  tax  increased  from 
$84.00  per  thousand  in  1962  to  $232.00  per  thousand  last 
year. 

The  committee  began  its  analysis  of  the  impact  of  past 
growth  by  enumerating  a  list  of  eight  positive  and  nine 
negative  values.  The  order  of  listing  is  not  significant.  The 
positive  impacts  range  over  all  areas  of  town  life  —  social, 
cultural,  political  and  religious  —  and  includes: 

1.  Broader  vocational  base  of  residents.  2.  New  ideas 
and  expertise  in  government.  3.  Upgrading  of  the  school 
system.  4.  Cultural  improvements.  5.  Improved  subdivision 
control.  6.  New  zoning  bylaws  7.  Increased  job  oppor¬ 


tunities  in  service  and  commercial  areas.  8.  Larger  religious 
congregations  and  increased  participation  in  religious  af¬ 
fairs. 

The  negative  impacts  are  focused  more  narrowly  on 
the  strain  which  growth  has  caused  on  municipal  services, 
on  the  environment  and  its  natural  resources,  and  the 
character  and  social  fabric  of  the  town.  They  include: 

1.  Strain  on  municipal  finances.  2.  Strain  on  municipal 
services.  3.  Degradation  of  natural  resources.  4.  Drainage 
problems.  5.  Loss  of  agricultural  land.  6.  Degradation  of 
aesthetic  features.  7.  Increased  property  taxes.  8.  Change  of 
community  from  small  close-knit  provincial  town  by  addi¬ 
tion  of  large  suburban  “bedroom  community”  which  in¬ 
creased  size  of  the  town  by  approximately  two-thirds.  9. 
Rising  crime  rate. 

The  preceding  comments  are  only  a  minute  portion  of 
the  extensive  evaluation  by  the  Growth  Policy  Committee. 
The  past  growth  of  Milford  is  a  fact.  Realistically,  it  is  not 
a  change  that  the  town  can  reverse.  Indeed,  many  if  not 
most  of  the  town’s  residents,  would  not  favor  a  reversal  to 
the  stagnant  “no  growth”  decades  prior  to  1964.  But,  if  the 
town  is  to  have  any  control  over  its  future  growth,  it  is 
necessary  to  understand  the  impact  —  both  positive  and 
negative  —  of  its  past  growth  on  the  present  life  of  the 
town. 

It  is  the  hope  of  each  member  of  the  committee  that  all 
branches  of  our  town’s  government  will  utilize  the  Growth 
Policy  Study  as  a  reference,  as  we  all  strive  together  to  keep 
Milford  one  of  the  greatest  towns  in  which  to  live.

Bargaining  units,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto.  (Personnel  Board) 

Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from 
Revenue  Sharing  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars 
($7,000.00)  to  be  expended  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Personnel  Board  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  consultant 
who  will  conduct  a  study  to  evaluate  the  current  Wage  and 
Salary  structure  of  all  Town  employees  except  School

April  25th  1977 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Noferi 
at  7:30  P.M.  The  monitors  reported  180  persons  present,  a 
sufficient  number  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum  of 
$10,000  to  be  spent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  order  to  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  Milford 
Assistance  Program,  Inc.,  or  take  any  other  action  in  rela¬ 
tion  thereto.  (Milford  Assistance  Program,  Inc.) 


Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue 
in  existence  the  Growth  Policy  Committee  established  in 
accordance  with  Section  3  of  Chapter  807  of  the  Acts  of 
1975,  which  committee  will  be  charged  with  continuing  its 
assessment  of  the  Town’s  growth  management  problems, 
and  with  formulating  solutions  to  those  problems,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(Growth  Policy  Committee) 

Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  continue  in  existence

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,000.00  for  the  employment  of 
the  District  Nurses  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  or  take  any  action 
thereto.  (Board  of  Health) 

Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Title  2 
Public  Works  Act  the  sum  of  $19,000.00  for  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  District  Nurses  as  provided  by  the  Mass. 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  5. 

Voice  vote. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,750.00  for  the  purpose  of  engag¬ 
ing  the  services  of  the  Valley  Adult  Counseling  Services  for 
the  assistance  of  persons  having  problems,  or  take  any  ac¬ 
tion  in  relation  thereto.  (Board  of  Health) 

Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $6,750.00  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  Adult  Valley  Counseling  Services  for  the 
assistance  of  persons  having  problems. 

Voice  vote. 

Question  now  came  on  reconsideration  of  Article  29. 
The  Moderator  declared  the  motion  defeated.  The  follow- 


ing  persons  stood  and  doubted  the  vote:  Anthony 
Mastroianni,  Francis  Arthur  Caswell,  Donald  F.  Small, 
John  J.  McGrath,  Donald  F.  Phillips,  Louis  J.  Arcudi,  Jr., 
James  J.  Curley  and  Ernest  E.  O'Brien. 

A  standing  vote  was  taken  and  70  persons  voted  in 
favor  of  reconsideration  and  104  opposed,  the  motion  was 
defeated. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  table  Articles  42  -  43. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Bylaw  by  revising  the  zoning  map  changing  the  ex¬ 
isting  Residential  Area  on  the  northerly  side  of  Asylum 
Street  and  West  Street  from  Single-family  Residential  (RB) 
to  Highway  Commercial  (CC)  an  area  bounded 
northwesterly  220  feet  and  westerly  60  feet  by  the  Milford 
Country  Club  property,  northerly  by  a  line  400  feet  and 
parallel  with  the  northerly  sideline  of  West  Street,  easterly 
70  feet,  northerly  70  feet  and  easterly  320  feet  by  the 
westerly  line  of  properties  now  or  formerly  of  Elliott, 
Deluca,  Moita  and  Dias,  northerly  100  feet  by  Moita  land, 
easterly  144  feet  by  the  westerly  sideline  of  Western 
Avenue,  southerly  by  the  northerly  sideline  of  West  Street, 
520  feet  and  southwesterly  by  the  northeasterly  sideline  of 
Asylum  Street  296  feet,  all  distances  more  or  less.  Said 
parcel  contains  4.3  acres  more  or  less.  (Anthony  Perry) 

The  Planning  Board  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Heller. 

Report  of  Public  Hearing 
February  15,  1977 

The  Public  Hearing  was  opened  at  8:00  P.M.  The 
Clerk  read  the  public  notice.  Approximately  15  interested 
residents  were  present.  Atty.  Joseph  Gattoni,  representing 
Mr.  Anthony  Perry,  explained  that  Mr.  Perry  has  a  right  to 
request  this  proposed  zoning  change  -  even  though  he  has 
been  accused  of  a  zoning  violation.  Atty.  Gattoni  went  on 
to  say  that  much  of  the  surrounding  area  is  CC  (Highway 
Commercial)  with  restaurants,  garages,  etc.,  so  that  this 
proposal  will  not  change  the  character  of  the  area  of  Upper 
West  Street.  Atty.  Gattoni  said  that  other  problems  had 
been  thrashed  out  at  two  previous  ZBA  Hearings.  Mr. 
John  Senkarik  and  Mr.  Donald  Simmons  both  expressed 
disapproval  of  this  zoning  map  change.  They  sited  lack  of 
water  pressure,  no  Town  sewerage,  two  acres  of  proposed 
four  is  swamp  land,  spot  zoning,  and  the  fact  that  there  are 
far  more  dwellings  (old  and  new)  than  there  are  commer¬ 
cial  enterprises.  Both  asked  why  the  Avola  land  was  includ¬ 
ed  and  Atty.  Gattoni  stated  that  this  enlarged  the  proposed 
area  for  change,  thus  preventing  spot  zoning.  Mr.  Avola 
mentioned  that  he  had  no  definite  plans  for  this  piece  of 
land  at  this  time.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  David  Cenedella  asked  why 
the  several  lots  abutting  the  Perry  property  weren’t  includ¬ 
ed  ..  .  they  were  told  that  this  was  privately  owned  land. 
Mrs.  Verna  Cahill,  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
mittee,  stated  that  much  of  this  area  proposed  for  rezoning 
is  wetlands,  anyone  planning  to  build  would  have  to  go 
before  the  Commission.  It  had  already  been  determined  for 
a  previous  use  that  had  been  proposed  for  a  Nursing  Home 
which  was  not  built,  that  the  site  would  require  a  highly 
sophisticated  engineering  plan  for  a  retention  pond  and 
controlled  release  of  the  water  from  the  pond.  Mr.  John 
Lemish  of  Cunniff  Avenue  spoke  against  putting  anymore 
commercial  uses  near  existing  homes.  He  pointed  out  the 


disturbances  he  was  subjected  to  by  the  commercial  use 
near  him.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Michael 
Parente,  expressed  the  thought  that  he  would  not  want  to 
give  a  “blank  check”  on  the  property  without  knowing 
what  would  be  placed  there.  Mr.  Griffith  voiced  the  same 
opinion.  Mr.  Iacovelli  motioned  to  close  public  hearing 
and  take  proposal  under  advisement.  Motion  was  second¬ 
ed  by  Mr.  Tessicini,  unanimous  vote  of  five. 

At  a  meeting  of  March  22,  1977,  with  the  full  Board 
present,  the  matter  was  again  discussed.  The  following  con¬ 
siderations  were  discussed  and  examined:  The  largest 
portion  of  the  proposed  rezoning,  land  of  John  Avola,  was 
designated  as  a  wet-land  by  the  Conservation  Committee 
and  a  proposed  nursing  home,  which  had  been  granted  a 
special  permit  by  the  ZBA,  would  have  necessitated  the 
construction  of  a  retention  pond  as  a  condition  of  the  per¬ 
mit.  This  nursing  home  was  never  constructed.  Excessive 
water  drainage  down  onto  Route  140  at  Asylum  Street  is  a 
continuing  problem  for  the  Town.  The  amounts  of  paving 
required  for  commercial  parking  areas  could  cause  a  faster 
runoff  of  water,  thereby  possibly  compounding  the 
drainage  problem  and  affecting  property  of  Hopedale 
residents.  This  potential  water  runoff  was  a  major  concern 
of  the  many  Hopedale  residents  who  had  attended  the  ZBA 
Hearing  for  the  proposed  nursing  home.  The  proximity  of 
existing  single  residences  on  Western  and  Cunniff  Aves.,  all 
of  the  land  north  of  the  proposed  zoning  site  is  entirely 
single  residences.  .  .  lack  of  municipal  sewerage  and  re¬ 
duced  water  pressure  in  the  area.  Narrowness  of  Asylum 
Street,  with  proposed  CC  zoning  for  a  distance  of  298’ 
back  from  West  Street,  which  could  prove  hazardous  if 
access  for  commercial  uses  from  Asylum  Street  were  to  oc¬ 
cur.  Finally,  since  this  would  be  a  map  change,  the  amend¬ 
ment  would  be  governed  by  the  old  Chapt.  40A  Zoning 
Enabling  Act,  which  does  not  allow  spot  zoning.  The 
change  of  only  4.3  acres  might  be  construed  as  spot  zoning. 
Following  the  discussion,  Arthur  Iacovelli  moved  to 
amend  the  article  as  it  appears  in  the  warrant  and  to  give 
favorable  recommendation  to  the  article  amended  as 
follows:  To  rezone  the  33,000  square  feet  of  the  Perry  oc¬ 
cupied  land  (and  owned  by  his  mother)  to  CC,  but  leave 
the  remainder  of  land  proposed  for  rezoning  as  RB,  as  it  is 
presently  zoned.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  John 
Tessicini.  Voting  in  favor  of  the  amendment  were  Arthur 
Iacovelli  and  John  Tessicini.  Voting  in  opposition  were 
Michael  Parente  and  Seena  Heller.  James  Griffith  voted 
“Present”,  therefore  there  was  no  majority  vote.  During 
the  discussion  which  preceded  the  vote,  Mrs.  Heller 
pointed  out  that  this  would  undoubtedly  be  considered 
spot  zoning  and  reminded  the  members  even  Mr.  Perry’s 
attorney,  Mr.  Joseph  Gattoni,  indicated  that  he  did  not 
submit  the  isolated  parcel  for  rezoning  because  it  would  be 
“spot  zoning”.  Chairman  Parente  relinquished  the  chair  to 
James  Griffith  and  made  the  motion  that  the  Planning 
Board  recommend  unfavorable  action  on  Article  44  as 
presented  in  the  warrant.  Mrs.  Heller  seconded  the  motion. 
Voting  for  recommending  unfavorable  action  were 
Michael  Parente,  Seena  Heller  and  James  Griffith.  Voting 
against  were  Arthur  Iacovelli  and  John  Tessicini.  James 
Griffith  said  that  he  would  not  want  to  see  a  blanket  CC 
rezoning  of  the  three  lots  without  some  specific  proposal 
being  presented  that  would  not  prove  detrimental  to  the 
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Town  or  the  single  home  owners  in  the  district.  Arthur 
Iacovelli  said  that  he  based  his  amendment  on  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  residents  at  the  public  hearing  did  not  object  to 
Mr.  Perry’s  running  his  business  in  the  RB  district.  For 
clarification,  all  members  were  in  agreement  that  Mr. 
Avola’s  land  and  the  corner  lot  at  Western  Avenue  should 
remain  RB.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  amend  the  motion  to 
amend  the  Zoning  Bylaw  by  revising  the  zoning  map 
changing  the  existing  Residential  Area  on  the  Northerly 
side  of  Asylum  Street  and  West  Street  from  Single-family 
Residential  (RB)  to  Highway  Commercial  (CC)  an  area 
bounded  northwesterly  220  feet  and  westerly  60  feet  by  the 
Milford  Country  Club  property,  northerly  by  a  line  280 
feet  and  parallel  with  the  northerly  sideline  of  West  Street, 
easterly  70  feet,  170  feet  and  easterly  220  feet  by  the  wester¬ 
ly  line  of  properties  now  or  formerly  of  Elliott,  DeLuca, 
Moita  and  Dias,  northerly  100  feet  by  Moita  land,  easterly 
144  feet  by  the  westerly  sideline  of  Western  Avenue, 
southerly  by  the  northerly  sideline  of  West  Street,  520  feet 
and  southwesterly  by  the  northeasterly  sideline  of  Asylum 
Street  296  feet,  all  distances  more  or  less.

was: 

Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
Bylaw  by  revising  the  zoning  map  changing  the  existing 
Residential  Area  on  the  northerly  side  of  Asylum  Street 
and  West  Street  from  Single-family  Residential  (RB)  to 
Highway  Commercial  (CC)  an  area  bounded  northwesterly 
220  feet  and  westerly  60  feet  by  the  Milford  Country  Club 
property,  northerly  by  a  line  280  feet  and  parallel  with  the 


northerly  sideline  of  West  Street,  easterly  1 70  feet,  norther¬ 
ly  70  feet  and  easterly  220  feet  by  the  westerly  line  of 
properties  now  or  formerly  of  Elliott,  DeLuca,  Moita  and 
Dias,  northerly  100  feet  by  Moita  land,  easterly  144  feet  by 
the  westerly  sideline  of  Western  Avenue,  southerly  by  the 
northerly  sideline  of  West  Street,  520  feet  and  southwester¬ 
ly  by  the  northeasterly  sideline  of  Asylum  Street  296  feet, 
all  distances  more  or  less.  Said  parcel  contains  4.1  acres 
more  or  less. 

A  standing  vote  —  131  in  favor,  65  opposed. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition 
the  General  Court  to  enact  special  legislation,  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  Section  8  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  of  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution,  which  Legislation  would  es¬ 
tablish  for  the  Town  of  Milford  a  consolidated  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works,  which  would  assume  the  duties  now 
performed  by  the  Highway,  Tree,  Sewer,  Cemetery,  Park, 
Athletic  Field,  Off-Street  Parking,  Swimming  Pool, 
Engineering,  Planning,  Sanitary  Disposal  and  other 
departments,  under  the  overall  supervision  of  a  Director  of 
Public  Works  who  may  be  the  Administrative  Co¬ 
ordinator.  Said  Legislation  would  not  take  effect  unless 
accepted  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  a  special  or  annual 
town  election.  (Charter  Study  Committee) 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Town  vote  to 
petition  the  General  Court,  pursuant  to  Section  8  of  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment,  to  enact  the  following  Special 
Act,  which  will  authorize  the  Town  to  establish  a  con¬ 
solidated  Department  of  Public  Works: 

“An  Act  authorizing  the  Town  of  Milford  to  establish 
a  Department  of  Public  Works  exercising  the  powers  of 
certain  offices,  and  departments  of  said  Town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of 
same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  Town  of 
Milford  a  Department  of  Public  Works,  hereinafter  called 
the  Department,  which  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Department  shall  have  all  of 
the  powers  and  duties  now  or  from  time  to  time  vested  in 
or  exercised  by  the  following  departments,  boards  and  of¬ 
fices,  which  are  hereby  abolished:  the  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioners  and  Sewer  Department;  Highway  Surveyor 
and  Highway  Department;  the  Trustees  of  the  Vernon 
Grove  Cemetery  and  Cemetery  Department;  the  Tree 
Warden  and  Tree  Department;  and  the  Moth  Superinten¬ 
dent.  No  contracts,  obligations  or  liabilities  in  force  on  the 
date  when  this  act  becomes  fully  effective  shall  be  affected 
hereby,  but  the  Department  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  law¬ 
ful  successor  of  the  departments,  boards  and  offices  so 
abolished. 

The  Department  shall  perform  all  the  maintenance 
and  construction  functions  which,  prior  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Department,  were  performed  under  the 
authority  of  the  Library  Trustees,  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission,  the  Park  Commission,  the  Municipal  Athletic 
Field  Committee,  and  the  Swimming  Pool  Committee,  but 
without  limitation  to  the  foregoing,  subject  to  the  policies 
to  be  established  by  the  committees,  commissions,  or 
trustees,  or  their  successors.  The  Department  shall  also 
have  jurisdiction  over  the  operation,  maintenance  and 
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repair  of  all  public  buildings,  other  than  school  buildings, 
and  over  all  public  works  operations  of  the  town  involving, 
without  limitation,  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  and 
forestry  services. 

The  Department  shall  have  such  additional  powers 
with  respect  to  public  works  as  the  town  may  from  time  to 
time  by  Bylaw  provide,  any  other  provisions  of  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a 
Director  of  Public  Works,  who  may  be  the  town’s  Ad¬ 
ministrative  Co-ordinator.  The  Director  shall  have  full 
authority  for  carrying  out  the  policies  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  relating  to  the  Department,  and  he  shall  have 
full  authority  over  the  operations  of  the  Department.  The 
Director  shall  appoint  and  remove  such  staff  assistants  and 
employees  as  he  deems  necessary,  subject  to  available  ap¬ 
propriations  and  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

If  the  Director  is  not  also  the  Administrative  Co¬ 
ordinator,  he  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
The  Director  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  civil  service  law  or 
rules.  During  his  term  of  office,  he  shall  hold  no  other  elec¬ 
tive  or  appointive  office  (other  than  that  of  Administrative 
Co-ordinator),  nor  shall  he  engage  in  any  other  business  or 
occupation. 

Section  3.  The  Director  shall  keep  a  full  and  com¬ 
plete  record  of  the  operation  of  the  Department,  and  he 
shall  render  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  often  as  it  may 
require,  a  full  report  of  all  operations  under  his  control 
during  the  period  required,  and  at  least  annually;  he  shall 
make  a  synopsis  of  such  reports  for  publication,  and  shall 
keep  the  Board  of  Selectmen  fully  advised  as  to  the  needs 
of  the  town  within  the  scope  of  his  duties,  and  shall  annual¬ 
ly,  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  start  of  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting,  furnish  the  said  Board  a  carefully 
prepared  and  detailed  estimate  in  writing  of  the  ap¬ 
propriations  required  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year 
for  the  proper  performance  of  all  said  rights,  duties  and 
responsibilities. 

Section  4.  All  permanent,  full-time  employees  of  the 
Highway,  Tree,  Sewer  and  Cemetery  Departments  shall, 
immediately  upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  be 
transferred  to  the  said  Department  of  Public  Works 
without  loss  of  pay,  and  they  shall  not  be  adversely  affected 
by  any  change  of  rating,  seniority,  retirement  or  pension 
rights,  or  lose  any  other  rights  or  privileges  under  any 
provision  of  law.  Employees  so  transferred  shall  be 
employed  under  the  control  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  in  a  capacity  as  similar  to  their  former  capacity  as  it 
is  practical  so  to  do. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  the  offices  of  Vernon  Grove 
Cemetery  Trustee,  and  Sewer  Commissioner  shall  be 
abolished,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  offices 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  said  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  offices  of  Highway  Surveyor  and  Tree  Warden 
shall,  upon  the  said  effective  date,  continue  until  the  term 
of  office  of  the  incumbent,  in  office  as  of  said  effective  date, 
shall  have  expired.  At  the  expiration  of  the  said  terms  of  of¬ 
fice,  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  offices  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  said  Department  and  the  said  offices 
shall  be  abolished. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
the  Town  of  Milford  for  acceptance  at  the  next  annual 
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town  election  in  the  form  of  the  following  question  which 
shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot:  “Shall  an  act  passed 
by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  197  ,  entitled  ‘An  Act 

authorizing  the  Town  of  Milford  to  establish  a  Department 
of  Public  Works  exercising  the  powers  of  certain  offices, 
and  departments  of  said  town,'  be  accepted?”  If  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in  the  affir¬ 
mative,  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  October 
following.  If  this  act  is  not  accepted  as  provided  in  this  sec¬ 
tion,  it  shall  thereupon  become  null  and  void. 

Section  7.  This  act  may  be  replaced,  revised  or 
amended  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  made 
available  by  Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  Massachusetts,  and  Chapter  43B  of  the  General 


After  considerable  debate  it  was  moved  “the  previous 
question.”  108  persons  voted  in  favor  and  67  persons  voted 
opposed,  the  motion  was  defeated. 

Discussion  continued  on  the  motion  before  the  body. 
It  was  moved  “the  previous  question.”  147  persons  voted 
in  favor  and  26  persons  voted  opposed  the  motion  carried 
to  shut-off  debate. 

The  question  now  came  on  the  motion  and  it  was 
defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  remove  Article  42  from 
the  table. 
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Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
General  Bylaws  of  the  Town,  originally  adopted  by  the 
Town  on  March  7,  1924  as  follows:

Public  Hearing  Report 
March  1,  1977 

The  public  hearing  was  opened  at  8:00  P.M.  The  Clerk 
read  the  public  notice.  There  were  no  residents  present 
specifically  for  this  hearing.  There  was  no  formal  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  members  of  the  Greater  Milford  Builders’ 
Association;  however,  two  developers  were  present  to  dis¬ 
cuss  other  matters  with  the  Planning  Board.  Mr.  Vahan 
Sarkisian  asked  how  long  this  moratorium  was  going  to  be 
extended.  .  .  he  went  on  to  say  that  every  year  it’s  supposed 
to  be  for  just  one  more  year.  Mrs.  Heller  commented  that 
there  is  no  immediate  need  in  Milford  for  more 
apartments.  .  .  that  there  are  constant  ads  advertising 
vacancies  in  the  large  complexes  and  several  columns  of 
apartments  available  in  other  than  the  large  complexes. 
Mr.  Vincent  Farese  stated  that  he  has  a  dozen  names  on  a 
waiting  list  for  his  apartments.  The  Planning  Board 
members  pointed  out  that  they  have  been  meeting  every 
week  to  work  on  the  Chapter  808  Zoning  Law  to  bring  our 
Milford  Bylaw  into  compliance.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Board  was  evaluating  many  possibilities  relating  to  multi¬ 
unit  dwellings,  including  the  establishment  of  a  new  district 
as  allowed  by  the  new  Zoning  Law.  Mr.  Tessicini  com¬ 
mented  that  the  Town’s  drainage  system  and  sewer  system 
is  over-burdened.  .  .  that  one  more  year  is  necessary.

Public  Hearing  Report 

: 

The  public  hearing  was  conducted  on  May  3,  1977  at 
8:00  P.M.  Four  members  of  the  Planning  Board  were  pre¬ 
sent  and  twelve  residents  of  the  area.  Atty.  Robert  Phillips 
was  present  to  represent  the  Papelian  Trust,  Atty.  John 
George,  representing  Messrs.  Charles  and  Louis  Iandoli 
and  Atty.  Pacifico  DeCapua,  representing  two  residents. 

Atty.  Phillips  explained  the  reasons  for  the  rezoning 
proposal  request  which  was  due  to  the  entire  shopping 
complex  being  in  split  Residential  (RA)  —  Commercial 
(CC)  zone.  The  Iandoli  Market,  which  is  a  tenant  in  the 
complex,  finds  it  necessary  to  expand  its  building  from 
16,900  square  feet  to  29,900  square  feet.  .  .  an  addition  of 
liS  13,000  square  feet.  Total  cost  of  renovation  is  estimated 
between  $700,000.00  and  $1,000,000.00. 

Atty.  Phillips  produced  a  tax  bill  to  confirm  that  the 
:axes  on  the  present  building  are  $22,000.00  annually  and 
ie  estimated  that  the  additional  new  construction  will 
generate  between  $44,000.00  and  $50,000.00  in  tax  revenue 
o  the  Town. 

It  was  stipulated  that  there  will  be  no  automobile  or 
ruck  access  from  West  Street;  however,  a  walk-way  will  be 
irovided  for  pedestrians.  In  addition,  a  six  foot  high  fence 


will  be  erected  along  the  entire  West  Street  side  of  the 
property  with  plantings  of  trees  fronting  on  West  Street. 

The  owners  of  the  property  also  agreed,  upon 
questioning  of  one  of  the  neighbors,  to  extinguish  the  pre¬ 
sent  driveway  cut  with  a  curb.  All  residents  who  attended 
had  no  objections  after  all  the  conditions  were  stipulated. 

Mr.  Iacovelli  motioned  to  close  public  hearing  and 
that  the  Planning  Board  recommend  favorable  action.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Parente.  The  four  members 
present  unanimously  voted  to  recommend  favorable  ac¬ 
tion.

Winter  Streets,  and  between  Pearl  and  Winter  Streets,  sup¬ 
posedly  owned  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of 
Worcester,  and  Rita  J.  Edwards,  to  wit:  The  first  such 
parcel  of  all  the  land  and  buildings  located  between 
Sumner  and  Winter  Streets  extending  northerly  from  Main 
Street  to  a  point  approximately  ten  feet  beyond  the 
northerly  most  school  building  line  situated  thereon,  and 
includes  the  former  St.  Mary’s  Central  Catholic  High 
School  building,  the  former  St.  Mary’s  Grammar  School 
building,  and  a  one-story  brick  building  formerly  used  as 
part  of  the  St.  Mary’s  Central  Catholic  Junior-Senior  High 
School.  Said  parcel  is  supposed  to  belong  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Bishop  of  Worcester.  The  second  parcel  consists 
of  a  13,068,  more  or  less,  sq.  ft.  parcel  of  land  situated 
between  Pearl  and  Winter  Streets,  north  of  Main  Street, 
and  being  shown  as  Lot  10,  on  Sheet  41  of  the  Milford 
Assessors’  Atlas.  Said  parcel  is  supposed  to  belong  to  Rita 
J.  Edwards  of  Milford.  The  third  parcel  consists  of  a  parcel 
of  land  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  Pearl  Street,  west 
and  north  of  the  second  parcel,  and  is  the  same  parcel  con¬ 
veyed  in  a  deed  of  the  Town  of  Milford,  dated  November 
10,  1926,  and  recorded  in  the  Worcester  District  Registry 
of  Deeds  in  Book  2426,  Page  15.  Said  parcel  is  supposedly 
owned  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Worcester. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  cost  of  said  acquisition,  to 
determine  how  said  funds  will  be  raised  whether  from  the 
current  tax  levy,  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or 
otherwise;  and  to  determine  whether  such  authority  to 
purchase  shall  be  contingent  upon  a  commitment  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  provide  a  reimburse¬ 
ment  of  all  or  part  of  said  appropriation,  together  with  in¬ 
terest  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  town  vote  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  purchase 
for  school  purposes,  three  certain  parcels  of  land  with 
buildings  and  improvements  thereon,  situated  on  the 
northerly  side  of  Main  Street,  between  Sumner  and  Winter 
Streets,  and  between  Winter  and  Pearl  Streets,  supposedly 
owned  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Worcester,  and 
Rita  J.  Edwards,  which  parcels  are  more  particularly 
bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Parcel  1.  A  certain  parcel  of  land  with  buildings

N  69°  35’  40”  E  a  distance  of  102.00  feet  by  land  of 
said  Bishop  to  a  point  on  the  westerly  side  of  Sumner 
Street;  thence 

S  20°  24’  20”  E  a  distance  of  335.00  feet  by  said 
Sumner  Street  to  a  point  on  the  northerly  side  of  Main 
Street;  thence 

S  69°  1 1’  00”  W  a  distance  of  218.36  feet  by  said  Main 
Street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Said  parcel  contains  an  area  of  70,059  square  feet 
more  or  less. 

Said  parcel  is  subject  to  a  driveway  right  of  way 
leading  from  Winter  Street  over  the  existing  pavement  to 
the  Convent.  Parcel  is  also  subject  to  a  6  foot  drainage 
easement  leading  from  other  land  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Bishop  of  Worcester  to  Sumner  Street.  Said  parcel  is  sup¬ 
posedly  owned  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of 
Worcester. 

Parcel  2.  A  parcel  of  vacant  land  containing  13,068, 
more  or  less,  square  feet  situated  between  Pearl  and  Winter 
Streets  in  the  Town  of  Milford,  and  being  shown  as  Lot  10 
on  Sheet  41  of  the  Milford  Assessors’  Atlas.  Said  parcel  is 
supposedly  owned  by  Rita  J.  Edwards  of  Milford,  and  is 
the  same  parcel  described  as  the  second  parcel  in  a  deed  of 
Joseph  F.  Edwards,  dated  April  29,  1943  and  recorded  in 
the  Worcester  District  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  2907, 
Page  273. 

Parcel  3.  A  parcel  of  vacant  land  situated  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Pearl  Street  in  the  Town  of  Milford  con¬ 
taining  9,000,  more  or  less,  square  feet  of  land,  and  being 
the  same  parcel  described  in  a  deed  of  the  Town  of 
Milford,  dated  November  10,  1926,  and  recorded  in  the 
Worcester  District  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  2426,  Page 
15.  Said  parcel  is  also  supposedly  owned  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  Bishop  of  Worcester.  and  to 

raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,064,  375  to  cover  the 
cost  of  such  purchases;  and  to  meet  that  appropriation,  to 
transfer  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  the  sum 
of  $4,375.00;  to  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  issue  interest  bearing  notes 
for  the  amount  of  $310,000.00  payable  in  not  more  than 
five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  issue;  and  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to 
issue  a  non-interest  bearing  note  or  notes  for  the  amount  of 
$750,000.00  which  note  or  notes  shall  be  payable  in  equal 
annual  installments  in  not  more  than  ten  (10)  years  from 
the  date  of  issue;  provided,  however,  that  the  General 
Court  enacts  special  legislation  (a)  which  specifically 
authorizes  the  above  purchases  and  their  financing  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  terms  of  this  vote;  (b)  which  provides 
reimbursement  to  the  Town  of  Milford  in  an  amount  not 
less  than  65  percent  of  the  $4,375.00  to  be  transferred;  (c) 
which  provides  reimbursement  to  the  Town  of  Milford  in 
an  amount  not  less  than  65  percent  of  the  principal,  and 
not  less  than  65  percent  of  one-half  ( V2)  of  the  interest  of 
any  such  note  or  notes  so  issued;  and  (d)  which  provides 
reimbursement  to  the  Town  of  Milford  of  any  renovation 
costs,  incurred  by  the  Town  of  Milford  in  connection  with 
any  such  building  or  buildings  purchased  in  accordance 
with  this  vote,  and  mandated  by  such  special  legislation,  or 
by  other  act  of  the  General  Court,  as  a  condition  precedent 


to  such  purchases,  in  accordance  with  the  following  for¬ 
mula:  an  amount  not  less  than  65  percent  of  the  principal 
of  any  bonds  or  notes  which  may  be  issued  by  the  Town  of 
Milford  to  meet  such  renovation  costs,  and  not  less  than  65 
percent  of  one-half  (V2)  of  the  interest  of  such  bonds  or 
notes;  and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  clause  (d), 
above,  shall  serve  to  invalidate  the  authority  conferred  by 
this  vote  if  said  special  legislation,  other  act  of  the  General 
Court,  or  any  action  by  a  duly  authorized  agency  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  mandate  the 
renovation  of  any  such  building  purchased  pursuant  to  this 
vote,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  such  purchases,  and  if  a 
duly  authorized  agency  of  said  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  provides  reimbursement  to  the  Town  of 
Milford  for  the  cost  of  such  renovation  in  accordance  with 
the  following  formula:  an  amount  not  less  than  65  percent 
of  the  principal  of  any  bonds  or  notes  which  may  be  issued 
by  the  Town  of  Milford  to  meet  such  mandated  renovation 
costs,  and  not  less  than  65  percent  of  one-half  (V2)  of  the 
interest  of  said  bonds  or  notes. 


It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  dispense  with  the 
reading  of  the  motion. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  favorable  action. 

A  lengthy  discussion  followed.  At  this  time  a  motion 
was  made  and  seconded  to  have  the  vote  on  the  motion 
taken  by  secret  ballot. 

Several  persons  having  talked  on  the  motion  it  was 
“moved  the  previous  question.”  A  standing  vote  showed 
179  in  favor  and  none  opposed. 

The  question  now  came  on  the  motion  for  a  secret 
ballot.  A  standing  vote  was  taken  and  32  voted  in  favor  143 
opposed,  the  motion  was  defeated  —  needed  2/3  vote. 

Question  now  reverted  back  to  the  original  motion. 
Discussion  followed  and  it  was  “moved  the  previous 
question.”  A  standing  vote  showed  72  in  favor  and  100  op¬ 
posed,  the  motion  was  defeated. 

General  discussion  followed  and  it  was  “moved  the 
previous  question.” 

Voice  vote  unanimous. 

The  question  now  came  on  the  motion  and  a  standing 
vote  was  taken.  108  voted  in  favor  79  opposed,  the  motion 
was  defeated. 


Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  School  Committee  to  renovate  and  equip  all  or  any 
part  of  the  school  buildings,  referred  to  in  Article  17,  in  the 
event  that  such  building  or  buildings  should  be  purchased 
pursuant  to  the  authority  set  forth  therein;  to  authorize 
said  Committee  to  contract  for  and  in  the  name  of  the 
Town  and  do  all  other  things  necessary  for  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  said  purposes;  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  foregoing  purposes; 
determine  how  said  funds  shall  be  raised,  whether  from  the 
current  tax  levy,  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or 
otherwise;  and  to  determine  whether  the  expenditure  of 
said  funds  shall  be  contingent  upon  a  commitment  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  provide  a  reimburse¬ 
ment  of  any  or  all  of  said  appropriation,  together  with  in¬ 
terest,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

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Voted:  To  pass  over  the  article.

Public  Hearing  Report 


On  June  16,  1977  a  public  hearing  was  opened  at  7:00 
P.M.  with  four  members  of  the  Planning  Board  present: 
Seena  Heller,  James  Griffith,  John  Tessicini  and  Michael 
Parente;  also,  Town  Planner  Allardice  and  Town  Counsel 
Doherty.  There  were  eight  interested  residents  present  for 
this  hearing. 

Attorney  Doherty  explained  Article  IV  in  detail  in 
relationship  to  the  Federal  Laws.  In  the  discussion  which 
followed,  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  article  will  amend  the 
flood  hazard  article  already  adopted  by  the  Town  of 
Milford.  This  amendment  is  necessary  because  the  article 
as  originally  adopted  was  based  upon  the  preliminary  flood 
hazard  maps  prepared  by  the  Federal  Government.  Since 
the  original  maps  did  not  include  the  four  major  brooks  in 
Milford,  namely  the  Godfrey,  O’Brien,  Ivy  and  Huckle¬ 
berry  Brooks  .  .  .  this  second  mapping  was  necessary.  It 
was  also  pointed  out  that  these  are  still  not  the  Final  maps 
and  that  more  comprehensive  and  detailed  on-the-ground 
surveys  will  be  forthcoming  in  approximately  one  and  a 
half  years.  At  that  time,  public  hearings  will  be  conducted 
and  all  residents  of  Milford  will  have  an  opportunity  for  in¬ 
put.  Since  the  maps  upon  which  Article  IV  is  based  are  now 
the  official  maps  on  record  in  Washington,  it  is  necessary 
to  approve  this  article.  Very  simply,  unless  the  Town  ap¬ 
proves  the  current  map  through  this  article,  no  mortgage 
will  be  available  through  any  Federally  insured  bank  nor 
through  any  Federal  funds.  It  was  pointed  out  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Builders  Association,  James  Parente,  that  even 
people  with  older  homes  in  designated  flood  hazard  dis¬ 
tricts  would  find  it  impossible  to  sell  their  homes  if  a 
mortgage  were  involved.

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  ac¬ 
tion. 
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After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  Chairman  of  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  asked  those  present  to  indicate  if  they  were  in 
favor  of  or  opposed  to  this  article  and  to  give  any  reasons 
for  their  opinion.  Mr.  Vahan  Sarkisian  stated  that  he  was 
opposed  but  gave  no  reason.  All  others  present  were  in 
agreement  that  despite  deficiencies  in  the  maps,  the  Town 
has  no  option  but  to  approve.  The  public  hearing  was 
closed  at  8: 1 5  P.M.  John  Tessicini  motioned  that  the  Board 
recommend  favorable  action  at  Town  Meeting.  Motion 
2nd  by  Michael  Parente.  The  Board,  by  a  unanimous  vote 
of  the  four  present  members,  recommend  favorable  action 
on  Article  IV.

George 
Swymer  who  yielded  the  floor  to  Mr.  Anderson  from 
Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  Inc.,  Architects  for  the 
School. 

Following  a  lengthy  discussion  it  was  “moved  the 
previous  question.”  153  in  favor  and  7  opposed  the  motion 
to  shut  off  debate  carried.  The  question  now  came  on  the 
motion  and  it  was 

Voted:  That  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,590,500  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  design,  con¬ 
struction  and  equipping  of  the  new  school,  the  design,  con¬ 
struction  and  original  equipping  of  which  was  authorized 
under  Article  1  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November 
22,  1976;  and  to  meet  that  appropriation,  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  in  the  amount  of  $2,590,500  under  Clause  3, 
of  Section  7  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  or  under 
any  general  or  special  law  authorizing  such  borrowing; 
provided,  however,  that  such  amount  shall  be  reduced  by 
the  amount  of  any  federal  aid  which  may  be  available  to 
the  Town  for  said  project  during  the  construction  period. 

Standing  vote  —  143  in  favor  9  opposed.

Report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

Here  follows  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Milford.  This  report  is  a  brief 
summary  of  our  activities  for  the  past  fiscal  year. 

Legislative  Action 

Your  board  during  the  past  fiscal  year  has  worked 
unanimously  to  support  several  pieces  of  important  legisla¬ 
tion  which  would  if  enacted  reduce  the  cost  of  state  man¬ 
dated  programs.  In  this  regard,  the  following  resolutions 
were  filed  with  the  legislature: 

Compulsory  &  Binding  Arbitration 

Since  this  law  has  contributed  significantly  to  higher 
local  budgets  and  increased  property  taxes,  your  board 
petitioned  the  legislature  that  there  be  no  extension  of  com¬ 
pulsory  and  binding  arbitration  beyond  its  termination 
date. 

Local  Aid 

In  the  past,  the  State  has  mandated  programs  on  the 
towns  with  only  partial  state  funding.  Such  programs  have 
severely  impacted  local  real  estate  taxes;  therefore,  we 
urged  our  representatives  and  senators  to  support  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  amount  of  local  aid  funding  for  Fiscal  1978  at 
least  sufficient  to  cover  the  increased  costs  of  state  man¬ 
dated  programs  and  inflation. 

Erosion  of  Home  Rule 

State  mandated  programs  which  are  unfunded  by  the 
state  represent  in  most  cases  continued  erosion  of  Home 
Rule  and  thereby  make  little  allowance  for  the  individuali¬ 
ty  of  local  governments.  As  a  result  of  these  programs  be¬ 
ing  passed,  your  board  solicited  support  to  work  against 
passage  of  all  legislation  imposing  additional  costs  on  local 
governments. 

School  Aid  -  Chapter  70 

Because  of  changes  in  the  estimate  for  Chapter  70  due 
to  underestimating  Chapter  766  costs,  the  Town  of  Milford 
would  have  received  $421,983  less  in  funds.  Being  con¬ 
cerned  about  this  decrease  in  funds,  we  supported  an  in¬ 
itiative  petition  to  Representative  Francis  Hatch,  Jr., 
House  Minority  Leader  requesting  an  increase  in  local 
school  aid. 

Industrial  Development 

Since  the  approval  by  Town  Meeting  last  year  for 
funds  to  extend  Sumner  Street,  the  Milford  Highway 
Department  has  commenced  the  work  which  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  this  fall.  This  project  when  completed  will  make 
available  additional  Industrial  zoned  land  for  development 
which  will  also  be  more  accessible  to  1-495.  We  are  con¬ 
tinuing  to  work  with  the  D.P.W.  and  the  governor’s  office 
to  obtain  State  approval  to  reopen  the  cul-de-sac  on  Beaver 
Street  at  Route  109  in  order  to  make  1-495  more  accessible 
to  Waters  Associates  and  also  to  make  all  other  industrial 
land  attractive  and  accessible  for  development.  This  year, 
we  will  also  work  closely  with  the  Milford  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  I.D.C.  and  I.D.F.A.  to  promote  Milford’s  In¬ 
dustrial  land  through  industrial  papers  in  a  special  adver¬ 
tising  program. 


Committee  Appointments 

During  the  past  year  after  reviewing  town  problems, 
your  board  recognized  the  need  to  establish  and  appoint 
the  following  committees: 

1.  Town  Government  Study  Committee  was  appointed 
to  further  study  the  present  organizational  structure  in 
Milford  and  to  make  recommendations  to  us  for  possible 
changes  which  would  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  form  of 
government. 

2.  The  Traffic  Study  Committee  was  formed  to  study 
present  traffic  patterns,  congestion  and  problem  areas 
within  town.  The  committee  will  formulate  proposals  to  be 
submitted  to  us  for  review. 

3.  The  Dog  Control  Study  Committee  was  established 
to  review  the  recently  enacted  Dog  Control  law,  its  effect, 
and  present  enforcement  within  town.  A  report  with  de¬ 
tailed  suggestions  will  be  made  to  us  relative  to  the  present 
law,  manpower  to  enforce  it  or  any  cost  increases  for 
proposed  new  equipment  and  facilities. 

4.  The  Pride  Committee  was  formed  by  us  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  our  campaign  against  H.B.  3172  and  5876  which 
banned  non-recyclable  glass  containers.  The  efforts  of  this 
committee  proved  successful  through  their  town-wide  anti¬ 
litter  programs. 


Licenses  &  Permits 

Throughout  this  past  year,  your  Board  of  Selectmen 
has  acted  on  many  applications  for  various  licenses  and 
permits  placed  under  its  jurisdiction  by  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.  We  will  continue  to  review  local  procedures 
and  policies  relative  to  proposing  any  amendments  on  our 
rules  and  regulations;  but  in  doing  so,  we  will  continue  to 
treat  every  applicant  fairly  while  administering  the  licen¬ 
sing  powers  of  our  board  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of 
Milford. 

Louisa  Lake  Dam  Project 

After  several  years  of  hard  work  by  your  board  and 
also  through  the  assistance  of  Representative  Louis  P.  Ber- 
tonazzi,  our  Administrative  Coordinator  and  Town 
Engineer,  administrative  technicalities  were  worked  out 
and  a  waiver  was  finally  approved  thereby  eliminating  the 
need  for  the  required  Environmental  Impact  Statement. 
The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  will  advertise  for 
bids  this  fall  and  hopefully  construction  will  commence 
before  winter. 


Federal  Funding 

At  our  direction  and  through  the  efforts  of  our  Ad¬ 
ministrative  Coordinator,  we  have  continued  to  seek  out 
and  apply  for  federal  funds  that  become  available  and 
which  were  much  needed  to  initiate  and  maintain  capital 
projects.  This  year  we  were  successful  in  receiving  the 
following  funding:  Revenue  Sharing  —  $418,000,  Title  II 
Public  Works  Antirecessionary  funds  —  $146,069, 
C.E.T.A.  Title  IV  Special  Work  Project  —  $81,000  and  also 
tentative  approval  for  $1,191,000  from  the  Economic 
Development  Administration  to  build  a  new  elementary 
school.  The  receipt  of  these  funds  has  allowed  us  to  main¬ 
tain  the  same  level  of  basic  services  within  town  and  have 
also  helped  to  minimize  tax  increases. 

New  School  Project 

Upon  our  insistence  and  through  the  efforts  of  our 
Administrative  Coordinator  during  this  past  year,  pre- 
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applications  and  applications  were  submitted  and  re¬ 
submitted  to  the  Economic  Development  Administration 
under  Round  I  and  II  of  Title  II  Public  Works  funding 
prior  to  recently  obtaining  tentative  approvals  and 
assurances  that  the  E.D.A.  would  fund  our  much  needed 
new  elementary  school  construction  project  in  the  amount 
of  $1,191,000. 

Also  this  year,  the  efforts  of  our  board  and  the  finance 
committee  over  the  past  3  years  in  negotiating  the  purchase 
of  former  St.  Mary’s  school  properties,  finally  culminated 
in  obtaining  from  Bishop  Harrington  an  agreeable  package 
purchase  price  for  school  property  which  price  was 
reasonable  and  fair  to  both  the  Diocese  and  the  Town  of 
Milford.  Moreover,  we  believe  that  through  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  new  elementary  school  project  and  also  the 
purchase  of  St.  Mary’s  school  property  the  Town  of 
Milford’s  school  space  problems  will  be  adequately  solved 
for  many  years  to  come. 

Finally,  as  a  board  we  wish  to  thank  our  Town 
Counsel  for  his  invaluable  assistance,  our  Executive 
Secretary,  Administrative  Coordinator  and  all  other  Town 
Officials,  departments  and  municipal  employees  who  have 
helped  to  make  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Veterans’ 
Services  Department  for  the  year  1977. 

Veterans’  Service  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  relating  to  veterans  and  their  dependents, 
provide  for  two  major  programs:  One  deals  with  service 
and  the  other  deals  with  financial  assistance  in  time  of  need 
(Veterans’  Benefits,  Chapter  115.) 

The  reason  for  creating  a  department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  is  due  to  the  following  conditions: 

1.  To  inform  all  veterans  of  all  wars  of  their  rights 
and  privileges  from  statutes  enacted  by  local,  state  and 
federal  government. 

2.  Approximately  80%  of  the  community  will  at 
some  period  require  the  expertise  of  knowledgeable  people  , 
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in  the  field  of  Veterans  Affairs.  The  vast  benefits  available 
is  a  major  activity  for  the  Veterans’  Service  Department  of 
the  Town  of  Milford. 

Our  services  to  veterans  and  their  dependents  is  a 
record  that  we  are  proud  of.  A  well  trained  staff  makes  for 
a  very  efficient  operation  that  our  community  is  satisfied 
with,  meeting  the  needs  of  our  veterans,  bearing  in  mind 
the  financial  obligation  to  our  taxpayers. 

Our  Annual  Report  will  cover  procedures  used  by  the 
Veterans’  Services  Department,  to  bring  forth  our  vast 
programs  of  Veterans’  Benefits  from  all  sources  to  insure 
the  veteran  population  of  efficient  services.

The  ability  to  provide  guidance  on 
individual  cases  on  Veterans’  Benefits  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions.  The  Veterans’  Service  Department  can  be  called  a 
"One  Stop  Service  Center "  to  render  advice  and  assistance 
to  our  Veterans  and  their  dependents.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  business  meetings 
twice  monthly.  In  addition  the  Board  also  met  on  the  alter¬ 
nate  weeks  for  workshop  sessions  continuing  revisions  of 
the  Town  zoning  bylaw  in  relationship  to  Chapter  808, 
Acts  of  1975,  Mass.  Gen.  Laws. 

Many  of  the  workshop  meetings  were  also  utilized  for 
usual  business,  due  to  the  increased  and  complex  matters 
being  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board. 

Three  Inter-Board  meetings  were  held,  exclusive  of  the 
regular  and  work  meetings. 

The  Board  is  also  currently  studying  a  revision  of  its 
subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations  and  the  original  Master 
Plan  adopted  in  1965. 

During  this  year  we  approved  only  one  definitive  sub¬ 
division  plan  of  eight  lots  known  as  Dirazonian  Estates. 
However,  the  Board  rescinded  the  following  subdivisions: 
158  lots  of  V.B.  Properties,  Martin  Cerel,  at  Congress 
Street  and  Silver  Hill  Road;  16  lots  of  Vincent  Watson  at 
Union  Street;  8  lots  of  Thomas  Davoren  at  the  Extension 
of  Harding  Street. 

The  Board  adopted  two  significant  new  regulations, 
one  requiring  developers  to  install  street  lights  and  the 
other  providing  for  developers  to  retain  title  in  street  to 
facilitate  street  acceptances  upon  completion  of  the  sub¬ 
divisions.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  People  of  Milford. 

The  Commission  continued  the  following  programs 
which  have  become  a  yearly  event: 

1.  The  Annual  Seedling  Sale:  3,000  seedlings  were 
sold  within  one  half  hour. 

2.  Flowering  Crab  Trees:  distributed  by  the 
Greenleaf  Garden  Club.  This  year,  Depot  Street  was 
selected. 

3.  Stocked  Louisa  Lake  with  trout. 

4.  Presented  two  awards  to  citizens  of  our  communi¬ 
ty  who  have  furthered  the  cause  of  conservation.  Mr. 
Charles  Abrahamson  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Shane  of  Sta¬ 
tion  WMRC  were  the  recipients. 

The  Natural  Resources  Plan  Book  was  distributed  to 
federal,  state,  and  local  governments  and  civic  or¬ 
ganizations.  This  book  is  necessary  in  order  for  the  town  to 
be  eligible  for  any  federal  or  state  funding  on  any  project 
involving  wetlands,  greenbelts  and  recreational  areas.  We 
have  received  excellent  comments  from  all  levels  on  this 
book. 

Hired  I.E.P.  to  do  a  funding  survey  for  the  proposed 
reclamation  of  Cedar  Swamp  Pond.  This  information  will 
be  useful  for  other  projects  in  the  future. 

Mr.  DeLuzio  sponsored  an  associate  membership 
drive.  We  have  recruited  27  members  to  call  upon  for  help 
and  technical  advice. 

Linear  Park  1:  Work  has  begun  and  the  park  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  finished  by  early  autumn. 

Linear  Park  1 1:  Money  from  HUD  has  been  received. 
The  Milford  Water  Company  that  owns  the  land  (an  aban¬ 
doned  railroad  bed)  has  given  the  Town  an  easement  for 
the  park.  Much  of  the  grading  in  this  park  will  be  ac¬ 
complished  at  the  same  time  as  Linear  Park  1  is  being 
developed. 

Proposed  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  a  $  1 5,000 
study  for  the  reclamation  of  Cedar  Swamp  Pond,  which 
was  passed  by  the  members  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

Project  Education:  Mrs.  Sherry  Martire  has  assumed 
the  responsibility  of  this  program.  She  is  researching  all 
forms  of  ecological  educational  material  which  could  be  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  school  system  at  all  grade  levels.  We 
hope  to  present  a  schedule  to  the  School  Department  for 
approval  and  incorporation.  It  is  the  belief  of  this  board 
that  the  best  form  of  conservation  is  an  educated  public.

Superintendent’s  Report 

The  1976-77  school  year  was  extraordinarily  eventful 
and  certainly  will  be  noted  by  future  historians  as  one  of 
the  most  historically  significant  years  in  Milford's  ex¬ 
istence. 

Our  school  system  became  the  first  in  Massachusetts 
to  have  its  Elementary  School  evaluated  by  an  outside 
body,  i.e.  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  (NEASC),  and  thus  the  school  system  also 
became  the  first  to  have  its  entire  school  district  evaluated, 
K  through  12.  The  process  began  in  1975  with  the  evalua¬ 
tion  of  the  high  school  culminating  in  the  receipt  of  a  ten- 
year  accreditation,  but  during  the  1976-77  school  year,  the 
Middle  School  was  also  evaluated  by  the  NEASC,  receiv¬ 
ing  only  a  five  year  accreditation  because  of  the  objec¬ 
tionable  condition  of  the  facility. 

In  addition  in  January  1977,  our  high  school  became 
the  first  in  the  Commonwealth  to  have  its  Occupational 
Education  Program  evaluated  as  part  of  a  State  Depart¬ 
ment  pilot  project. 

Without  the  consistent  cooperation  of  all  personnel, 
these  herculean  tasks  would  not  have  culminated  so 
successfully.  All  these  evaluative  activities  have  had  but 
one  primary  purpose:  to  improve  the  education  of  the 
children  of  Milford.  In  order  to  achieve  this  goal 
throughout  the  school  system,  Curriculum  Coordination 
Committees  continued  their  work  K  through  grade  12 
throughout  the  school  year,  with  satisfactory  results.  To 
enhance  and  augment  this  process,  the  position  of  Assis¬ 
tant  Superintendent  in  charge  of  Curriculum,  was  reac¬ 
tivated. 

Solutions  to  classroom  space  needs  became  the  focus 
of  the  Town’s  attention  throughout  the  school  year  but  es¬ 
pecially  during  its  first  and  the  last  days.  In  September,  the 
Woodland  Elementary  School  was  opened  on  North  Vine 
Street,  thus  becoming  the  first  elementary  school  to  open 
since  1959  and  the  second  since  1904.  In  November,  the 
Town  Meeting  authorized  the  Woodland  Elementary 
School  Building  Committee  to  be  the  Committee  for  a 
proposed  federally-funded  school  which  the  Town  re¬ 
quested  from  the  national  government’s  EDA  Program.  In 
May,  the  Town  refused  to  purchase  the  St.  Mary’s  School 
Complex  yet  on  June  30,  1977,  the  Town  Meeting  not  only 
authorized  the  construction  of  the  new  elementary  school 
using  $1.2  million  of  federal  funds,  and  $1.3  million  of 
local  funds,  but  also  agreed  to  purchase  the  St.  Mary’s 
Complex  as  a  second  middle  school.

Notwithstanding  the  involvement  of  every  teacher 
through  the  school  system  in  some  aspect  of  self-evaluation 
and  evaluation  (see  above)  the  process  of  self-improvement 
as  a  school  system  cannot  be  accomplished  by  the  teaching 
staff  and  other  personnel  of  this  school  system  alone.  To 
meet  our  Great  Expectations  and  those  of  parents  and 
other  citizens,  we  need  and  welcome  the  wholehearted 
cooperation  of  all  the  citizens  of  Milford  and  particularly 
the  dedicated  cooperation  of  the  students  whom  we  are 
striving  to  educate,  and  that  of  their  parents. 

Without  the  continued  cooperation  of  home,  school, 
students  and  community,  the  potential  of  each  student  will 
not  be  sufficiently  identified  and  explored  and  all  our 
Great  Expectations  will  not  be  satisfied. 

The  past  year  has  been  busier  than  the  last,  filled  with 
problems  and  situations  which  required  the  members  of  the 
seven  member  School  Committee  to  spend  an  inordinate 
amount  of  time  and  effort.  They  deserve,  both  individually 
and  collectively,  the  thanks  of  all  of  us  for  their  selfless 
devotion  to  the  needs  of  the  children  of  Milford 
throughout  1976-77.

Report  of  the 
Fire  Department 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 

the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford,  Massachusetts: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  a  report  of  the  activities 
and  recommendations  of  your  Fire  Department  from  July 
1,  1976  to  June  30,  1977.  This  Department  in  its  budget  for 
fiscal  1977-1978  has  been  allocated  money  to  extend  the 
Fire  Alarm  System  in  newly  built  up  areas  and  has  made 
supplementary  requests  for  additional  hydrants  in  some  of 
these  newly  built  up  areas  which  do  not  come  under  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  rules  as  to  Fire  Alarm  Extensions  or  hydrant 
locations. 

By  the  replacement  of  our  first  line  Pumpers,  in  the 
last  six  years,  we  have  increased  this  Department’s  Pumper 
capacity  from  2250  gallons  per  minute  in  1970  to  4000 
gallons  per  minute  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  not  given  up  our  quest  for  a  new  Central  Fire 
Station.  The  present  three  stations  are  old  and  have  traffic 
problems  because  of  their  locations.  It  is  a  problem  of  long 
standing.  A  copy  of  this  Department’s  request  in  the  1936 
Town  Report,  also  shows  that  the  need  for  a  Central  Fire 
Station  was  apparent  40  years  ago,  and  the  problems  have 
tripled  because  population  increase  and  the  increase  in 
automobile  traffic. 

May  1  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  Departments 
for  their  assistance  with  the  Fire  Department  during  the 
past  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  respectfully  sub¬ 
mits  this  report  on  the  Milford  Sewer  System  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1977. 

Collecting  System: 

Routine  maintenance  was  performed  on  the  street 
sewers  and  service  connections  as  required  and  in  response 
to  service  calls. 

A  continuing  evaluation  of  the  collecting  system  has 
been  carried  on  as  required  as  a  basis  for  availability  of 
Federal  and  State  construction  grants  for  extended  treat¬ 
ment  of  wastewater. 

This  has  involved  internal  inspection  by  TV  camera, 
and  smoke  testing  to  determine  possible  points  of  inter¬ 
connection  of  sewers  and  drain  lines.  This  work  will  con¬ 
tinue  during  1977.

July  27,  1977 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Milford,  Massachusetts 

During  Fiscal  Year  1977,  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  granted  18  variances  and  7  special  permits.  The 
board  also  allowed  2  amendments  to  a  variance  which  was 
originally  granted  in  1971.  Of  the  variances  granted,  6  in¬ 
volved  existing  homes  within  the  Ridgewood  Subdivision. 
Each  of  those  homes  had  been  constructed  during  the  early 
1970’s  on  lots  which  did  not  meet  the  dimensional  re- 
quirementts  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  Subsequently,  each  had 
been  sold  to  an  individual  who  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
zoning  violation.  Four  other  variances  involved  homes 
within  the  Jionzo/Paula  Road  Subdivision.  Each  of  those 
homes  had  also  been  constructed  on  an  undersized  lot. 
However,  construction  was  initiated  during  a  time  when 
substantial  confusion  as  to  the  legal  necessity  for  com¬ 
pliance  with  those  dimensional  requirements  existed. 

In  addition,  the  Board  of  Appeals  denied  7  variances. 

As  you  know,  the  Decisions  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 
are  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  in  the  Office  of  the  Plan 
ning  Board,  and  are  available  for  public  inspection. 

During  May  1977,  the  board  re-elected  George  O. 
Stewart  as  Chairman  and  Bernard  S.  Kushlan  as  Secretary 
of  the  board.  Toward  the  end  of  FY  1977,  veteran  board 
member  Francis  E.  Larkin  expressed  his  intention  not  to 
seek  reappointment  to  the  board.  The  board  commends 
Mr.  Larkin  for  his  dedicated  service  to  the  Town  of 
Milford  as  a  member  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  His 
long  service  reflects  great  credit  upon  himself  and  upon  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford. 

During  FY  1977,  the  Board  of  Appeals  was  provided 
clerical  services  by  the  Legal  Department.  The  Town 
Planner,  Richard  C.  Allardice,  and  the  Secretary  to  the 
Planning  Board,  Mrs.  Helen  Consoletti,  provided  valuable 
services  to  the  board  in  securing  the  necessary  plans  and 
other  documentation  essential  for  the  proper  disposition  of 
petitions  for  variances  and  special  permits.  The  former 
Town  Engineer,  James  Troupes,  rendered  engineering  ser¬ 
vices  in  the  area  of  Flood  Plain  Management,  which  were 
very  helpful  to  the  board  in  fulfilling  the  requirements  of 
the  Flood  Hazard  Zoning  portion  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

The  Office  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  assisted  in  secur¬ 
ing  the  lists  of  the  parties  in  interest,  which  lists  are  a 
prerequisite  for  any  deliberation  by  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
and  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk  assisted  the  board  in  a 
number  of  ways. 

I  would  like  to  thank  each  of  the  above  individuals 
and  the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  Town 
Counsel  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the 
past  year.  I  would  also  like  to  extend  the  board’s  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  the  School  Department  which  provided  printing 
services  throughout  this  period.  Finally,  I  would  also  like 
to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  its  cooperation  in 
processing  petitions. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  will  continue  to  work  with  the 
Building  Commissioner,  and  with  the  Planning  Board  to 
ensure  the  proper  administration  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  and 
to  secure  amendments  to  the  bylaw  when  warranted. 
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I  am  enclosing  herewith  the  financial  report  of  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  for  FY  1977.

Capital  Planning  Committee 
1977 

The  committee  recommends  the  following  for 
favorable  action  at  this  year’s  annual  or  special  town 


meeting: 

1)  Dump  truck  for  Highway  Dept.  30,000 

2)  Sidewalk  plow  for  Highway  Dept.  15,000 

3)  Plans  and  Acquisition  of  land  for  new 

Central  Fire  Station  50,000 

4)  Survey  and  recommendations  for 

Reclamation  of  Cedar  Swamp  Pond  15,000 

5)  Closing  of  landfill  400,000  —  500,000 

6)  Reconstruction  of  four  tennis  courts  20,000 


The  dump  truck,  complete  with  sander  body,  is  to 
replace  a  1960  International.  The  sidewalk  plow  is  an  ad¬ 


ditional  tractor  needed  to  plow  all  sidewalks  in  the 
northern  end  of  town.  Previous  to  the  opening  of  the 
Woodland  School,  sidewalks  in  this  area  were  not  plowed. 

The  Fire  Chief  desires  to  have  plans  and  specifications 
drawn  up,  and  land  acquired  for  a  new  Central  Fire  Station 
to  be  located  at  the  corner  of  West  Fountain  and  Congress 
Streets.  This  land  is  presently  owned  by  the  Milford  Water 
Company  and  known  as  the  “Tank  Field”.  If  plans  and 
specifications  are  ready  and  land  available,  this  project 
could  qualify  for  Public  Works  Title  II  Funds. 

The  Conservation  Commission  desires  a  survey  and 
recommendations  for  the  reclamation  of  Cedar  Swamp 
Pond.  This  study  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  a  report 
on  the  landfill  closing,  being  prepared  by  Guerriere  and 
Halnon  for  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Board  of  Health  is 
presently  under  mandate  and  has  a  schedule  to  meet  with 
regard  to  the  closing.  The  Capital  Planning  Committee 
feels  this  project  should  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Conservation  Commission.  It  is  a  much  larger  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  aspects  of  the  landfill  closing  are  more  in 
line  with  that  of  conservation  than  immediate  danger  to 
health.  In  addition,  if  placed  under  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission,  Federal  and  State  Funds  up  to  75%  could  be 
available. 

The  Park  Department,  for  the  past  few  years,  has  been 
reconstructing  one  tennis  court  per  year  at  a  cost  of  7,000 
to  8,000  dollars.  They  seek  $20,000  for  reconstruction  of 
four  tennis  courts  at  the  Town  Park,  thus  completing  that 
project. 

Total  costs  of  the  above  projects  (excluding  the  closing 
of  the  landfill)  comes  to  $130,000.
